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Annual  Report  1957. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year 
1957,  For  less  than  half  of  this  time  have  I been  in  office. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  health  of  your  urban 
district  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  has  not  been  a case  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis 
during  the  year.  There  has  been  one  materml  death.  The  live 
birth  rate  is  higher  than  last  year.  The  death  rate  is  slightly 
below  last  year.  The  still  birth  rate  is  higher  than  last  year 
but  is  still  well  below  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and 
Wales . 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  35.11  (crude)  per  1,CCC  live 
births  is  higher  and  compares  unfavourably  with  that  for  the  country 
as  a whole,  Cf  the  23  deaths  during  the  year,  12  were  due  to 
prematurity  and  abnormality;  8 were  due  to  infection  and  3 to 
various  other  causes.  Thirteen  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  week  of  life. 

Tliere  has  been  a decrease  in  the  notification  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Measles  but  an  increase  in  Whooping  Cough.  Whooping  Cough  is 
now  our  most  dangerous  disease  to  infants  and  young  toddlers. 

There  have  been  10  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer. 

The  notifications  of  Pneumonia  doubled  those  of  last  year  due 
to  the  Influenza  epidemic  which  reached  this  area  in  the  early 
autumn,  and  also  duo  to  the  inclusion  of  27  cases  vdio  are  not 
normally  resident  in  this  area.  In  spite  of  this  big  increase  we 
had  only  12  deaths  due  to  Pneumonia  in  comparison  with  last  year 
when  there  were  19  deaths  and  no  epidemic. 

We  had  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  towards  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  total  number  involved  was  5,  with  one  death.  Four  of 
the  cases  stemmed  from  the  one  original  case  in  a man  of  68  years. 
Details  of  the  outbreak  are  given  later  in  the  report. 

The  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  increased 
considerably.  This  increase  became  noticeable  from  luly  onwards. 

It  coincided  mth  the  new  X-Ray  plant  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at 
Ninefields  being  made  available  to  General  Practitioners  sending 
cases  without  appointment.  Hitherto  they  had  largely  used  the 
General  Hospital.  There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
X-Rayed  - up  to  50  weekly  - and  so  quite  a number  of  cases  have  been 
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found  and  treated . 


Details  of  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  are  given 
later  in  the  report.  Only  two  ce. ses  of  active  tuberculosis  were 
picked  up. 

There  were  10  cases  of  Dysentery,  mostly  from  the  one  area 
but  quite  well  spread  in  time,  thereby  not  really  causing  an 
outbreak, 

I wuld  like  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  extended  to  me  by 
the  Council  and  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  good  work  and  willing  assistance  at  all  times. 

AREA  AKD  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS . 

The  area  of  the  district  is  9,336  acres.  The  estimated 
population  in  mid  1957  was  35,270,  a decrease  of  20  on  the 
previous  yearns  estimate. 

The  rateable  value  at  the  end  of  1957  was  £293,637  and  the 
product  of  a penny  late  £1196. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the  Council’s 
rate  books  vra.3 , at  the  end  of  1957,  11,257  .

DEATHS . 

After  correction  for  outv/ardly  and  inwardly  transferable 
deaths  a total  of  402  (242  males  and  160  females)  deaths  of 
residents  were  recorded  during  the  year,  giving  a crude  death  rate 
of  11.40  per  1,000  and  a standard  death  rate  of  13.45  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  1/Vales  as 
a whole  in  1957  was  11.5.  Gardio-vascular  diseases  accounted  for 
188  of  the  total  deaths. 

Deaths  of  i nfants  under  one  year  of  age . 

Seventeen  male  and  six  female  infants  died  during  the  year 
before  attaining  their  first  birthday.  Two  females  were 
illegitimate.  Of  these  8 legitimate  males  and  3 legitimate 
females  and  2 illegitimate  females  died  before  the  age  of  4 weeks. 

Mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  - crude  35.11; 

standard  - 41,43. 

The  rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1957  was  23.0,  an 

unprecedented  low  record  for  the  country. 

One  maternal  death  was  recorded  during  the  year.  This 
mother  had  to  be  delivered  by  operation  and  died  from  inhalation 
of  regurgitated  milk.

TYPHOID. 


The  total  number  involved  was  five,  with  one  death.  Four 
of  the  cases  were  infected  from  the  one  original  case  in  a man  of 
68  years.  He  was  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  Influenza 
epidemic  with  Pneumonia.  This  was  naturally  considered  an 
influenzal  Pneumonia,  but  being  wise  after  the  event,  was  more 
likely  to  have  been  a typhoid  Pneumonia.  As  he  did  not  respond  to 
treatment  and  was  considered  to  be  dying,  his  relations  took  him 
home  to  end  his  days  there.  He  did  not  die,  but  gradually 
recovered  from  his  condition.  Tv/o  to  three  weeks  after  his 
discharge  his  daughter  and  daughter-in-law,  who  were  nursing  him, 
were  admitted  to  the  same  hospital,  as  was  also  a grand-daughter. 
These  v/ere  duly  diagnosed  as  Typhoid  Fever,  and  the  old  man’s 
condition  was  reviev/ed.  He  was  re-admitted  to  hospital  and  w’as 
proved  to  be  excreting  Typhoid  Bacilli,  which  v/ere  found  to  be  the 
same  unusual  type  as  the  other  cases. 

The  outbreak  v/as  investigated,  and  in  all  about  36  people 
v/ere  involved,  but  only  one  further  case  was  brought  to  light, 
that  of  a grandson. 
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The  incident  necessitated  288  visits,  146  of  them  being  to  houses. 

Swabs  were  used  in  the  river,  streams  and  sewers,  but 
without  success  in  tracking  down  the  carrier.

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  is  the  second  lowest  ever  recorded 
for  the  district. 

In  the  reports  for  1955  and  1956  reference  was  made  to  the 
special  consideration  given  by  the  Council  to  housing  applicants 
from  a home  containing  a sufferer  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

This  special  consideration  vms  continued  during  1957  when  9 such 
families  were  re-housed  in  adequate  modern  dwellings.

WATER. 


The  Townes  water  works  continues  to  serve  a population  of 
about  13,000.  1/Vhether  in  drought  or  in  heavy  rainfall  a constant 
supply  is  maintained  without  restrictions.  3,424  houses  are 
supplied  with  good  quality  water  at  a very  reasonable  cost. 

Samples  have  been  taken  regularly  each  fortnight  from  various  parts 
of  the  district  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public 
Analyst-  the  results  of  these  have  been  consistently  good.  All 
houses  and  premises  in  the  district  served  by  the  works  have  been 
examined  at  least  twice  during  the  year,  and  the  older  parts  of  the 
tavn  have  had  special  and  more  frequent  inspection.

PoUution  by  the  effluent  from  the  Bajikfoot  Works,  Crook,  has 
been  eliminated  by  a major  v/ork  of  reconstruction  executed  by  the 
National  Coal  Board.  There  has  been  no  trouble  from  this  source 
for  the  last  year  or  so. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  sewage  purification  works  at  Vinovium  are  working  to 
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capacity,  and  a satisfactory,  well  oxidized  final  effluent  is  being 
discharged  to  the  liver.  This  is  not  yet  up  to  the  standard 
required  by ^ the  Rivers’  Board  as  regards  suspended  solids,  but  is 
the  best  V'hich  can  be  turned  out  by  the  works  as  they  are  equipped 
at  present. 

The  30,000  cubic  ft.  capacity  secondary  sludge  digestion  tank 
has  been  conpleted  this  year.  It  was  put  into  immediate  operation 
and  has  proved  to  be  a valuable  acquisition  to  the  plant.  ;

The  vaccination  campaign  vas  continued  during  the  year.  887 
children  received  two  injections  and  27  received  one  injection  of 
the  vaccine.  It  v\/as  decided  about  the  middle  of  December  to  offer  : 
vaccination  to  general  practitioners  and  families,  ambulance  drivorsi 
and  families  and  to  all  expectant  mothers. 

( d ) Asian  Influe nza  Vaccination . 

Vaccination  was  off erred  to  general  practitioners,  ambulance 
drivers,  health  visitors,  midvaves,  district  nurses  and  later  to 
domestic  helps.  Although  by  this  time  the  epidemic  was  over,  a 
second  and  uerually  more  serious  wave  v/as  expected  later. 

( e ) Food  Inspection . 

During  the  year  your  two  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued 
to  inspect  the  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  of  vhicli  there  are  nine.  The

NSW  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  a total  of  122  now  houses  were  provided  in 
the  area,  of  these  76  were  built  by  the  Council,  33  were  built  by 
private  enterprise,  3 largo  houses  were  converted  into  6 houses, 

3 houses  were  built  by  the  Crown  and  7 were  built  by  Durham  County 
Council. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year  your  Rodent  Operator  dealt  with  a total 
of  391  rat  and  mice  infestations.  Of  these  20  were  on  Council 
properties  (refuse  tips,  sewage  disposal  works,  etc.,),  26  vv^ere  on 
Business  properties  and  serviced  at  the  ov^ners*  expense,  aM  345 
were  on  private  dwelling  houses.  The  total  number  of  inspections 
(including  re-inspections)  was  910. 

Also  94  ’'Block-'  treatments  were  carried  out,  involving  3 on  Cduncil 
property,  81  on  dwelling  houses  and  10  on  Business  properties.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS, 


There  are  146  factories  and  workshops  on  the  district's 
register  of  which  16  are  factories  in  respect  of  which  Sections 
1,  2,  3,  4 and  6 of  the  Factories  Act.  1937  are  enforceable  by  the 
local  authority.  Sixty  nine  inspections  of  factories  and  workshops 
were  made  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  dux-ii.g  tne  year  resulting 
in  the  discovery  of  18  defects.  Twelve  defects  were  remedied  as  a 
result  of  informal  v/ritten  notice.

Collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  infuse. 

Apart  from  premises  where  a more  frequent  service  is  required, 
a once  weekly  collection  service  was  reasonably  attained  during  the 
year,  but  was  not  wholly  carried  out  at  times  due  in  the  main  to 
staff  shortage  during  sickness  and  holidays. 

The  major  portion  of  all  refuse  was  dealt  with  at  the  Black 
Boy  tip,  Gurney  Valley.  Ti-^d  other  tips  are,  however,  in  use  at 
V/itton  Park  and  Newf ield  . At  these  tv;o,  crude  tipping  is  carried 

out,  but  at  Black  Boy  a form  of  controlled  tipping  is  practised.  ^ 
This  crude  tipping  could  be  eliminated  by  conveying  the  small 
bulldozer  from  Black  Boy  to  these  other  tips,  and  to  this  end  some 
form  of  transport  carrier  is  being  considered. 

The  average  haul  to  the  final  disposal  point  is  2.2  miles. 
During  the  year,  9,128  loads  of  refuse  and  402  loads  of  salvage  were 
collected  and  disposed  of.
